Good  news  regarding  the  future  of  Poi- 
rero  Hill's  Caleb  Clark  Clinic  topped  the 
agendo  at  a  June  21  meeting  at  the  Pot- 
rero Hill  Neighborhood  House  (Nabe)  to 
discuss  Mayor  Frank  Jordan's  1993-1994 
spending  plan  and  its  impact  on  the  San 
Francisco  Dept.  of  Public  Health. 

Jordan's  original  Budget  Plan,  made 
public  June  1,  called  for  a  $58  million  re- 
duction in  the  Health  Dept.  budget.  At 
that  time,  the  Mayor's  proposed  budget 
cut  approximately  700  jobs  and  eliminat- 
ed many  programs  that  are  critical  to  the 
delivery  of  primary  health  care  through- 
out the  City. 

Specifically,  the  plan  called  for  closing 
four  neighborhood  health  clinics  (includ- 
ing Potrero  Hill's  Caleb  Clark  Clinic). 

It  also  called  for  eliminating  42  beds  at 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital  and  300 
beds  at  Laguna  Honda  Hospital,  cutting 
82,000  --  one-third  —  of  all  outpa- 
tient  visits  to  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital,  eliminating  all  mental  health 
day  treatment  programs  and  turning  away 
half  of  the  4,000  adult  mental  health 
clients,  and  the  curtailing  of  methadone 
treatment  and  detoxification  services. 

"If  cuts  happen,  primary  care  won't 
exist  as  we  know  it,"  said  Dr.  Michael 
Drennan,  Director  of  Caleb  Clark  Clinic, 
at  a  June  3  meeting  at  the  Nabe  concern- 
ing the  proposed  closing  of  the  Clinic. 
During  the  meeting,  Drennan  and  Neigh- 
borhood House  Executive  Director  Enola 
D.  Maxwell  urged  Hill  residents  to  sign  a 
petition  circulating  on  the  Hill  and  to 
testify  before  the  Board  of  Supervisor's 
Finance  Committee  June  24.

Neighbors  Appeal  Planning  Decision 
On  New  Hill  Live  -  Work  Proposal

A  proposal  to  build  14  artist  live-work 
spaces  in  the  former  railroad  track  site 
bounded  by  Rhode  Island,  De  Hnro,  16th 
and  17th  Streets  will  come  before  the 
Planning  Commission  July  15. 

Hilary  Gitelman  of  the  Department 
of  City  Planning  noted  that  the  project 
recently  received  a  "negative  declara- 
tion," meaning  that  no  Environmental 
Impact  Report  (E1R)  would  be  prepared 
because,  the  department  had  concluded, 
"there  would  be  no  significant  environ- 
mental effects"  if  the  project  were  com- 
pleted. 

But  several  neighboring  businesses, 
including  Sally's  Deli  and  Anchor  Brew- 
ing are  appealing  this  decision.  Accord- 
ing to  Gitelman  they  have  expressed 
concerns  regarding  the  development's 
effects  on  parking,  loss  of  light  to  adja- 
cent properties,  and  possible  changes  to 
the  industrial  character  of  the  neighbor- 
hood. 


The  buildings  would  be  40  feet  high, 
approximately  the  same  height  as  a 
neighboring  building  on  17th  Street. 
Each  unit  would  consist  of  2,000  square 
feet  of  "empty  raw  space,"  according  to 
Eban  Gossage,  one  of  the  developers 
who  purchased  the  land  three  months 
ago. 

"No  kitchen,  no  appliances,  no  finish 
to  the  walls.  Just  a  raw  concrete  floor, 
a  bathroom  and  a  stubbed-out  kitchen," 
he  said.  Tenants  could  add  another  600 
square  feet  of  space  by  building  mezza- 
nines. There's  an  on-site  parking  space 
for  each  unit,  and  space  on-site  for 
loading  and  unloading.  And  the  units 
are  very  light  inside  —  with  what 
Gossage  called  "industrial  sized  win- 
dows." 

Gossage  said  artists  worked  with  the 
architect  to  design  the  spaces,  and,  he 
said,  have  pre-committed  to  purchasing 
the  first  seven  to  be  built.  Among 
these  he  lists  painters,  a  filmmaker,  a 
recording  artist  and  a  theater  designer. 


Attorney  Sue  Hestor,  representing 
the  Anchor  Brewing  Co.  at  Mariposa 
and  De  Haro  Streets,  stated  that  "the 
project  is  incompatible  with  existing 
zoning  and  plans,  and  it  would  have  a 
substantial  impact  upon  the  existing 
character  of  the  surrounding  industrial 
community." 

And  Susana  Montana,  who  is  on  staff 
with  the  City  Planning  Department,  said 
there  is  some  question  whether  the 
people  who  live  in  the  proposed  units 
would  "complain  of  industrial  activities 
such  as  dust,  noise,  fumes,  odors  and 
early  and  late  night  truck  traffic." 
added  that  normally  "artists  move  into 
a  industrial  area  and  do  their  thing. 
These  artists  will  be  higher  income.  Will 
they  behave  more  like  residents  or  more 
like  businesses?" 

Nicolas  Kojey,  a  painter  who  would 
like  to  have  a  studio  and  art  gallery  in 
one  of  the  units,  insisted  that  he  was  not 
high  income,  that  "he  was  prepared  for 
the  conditions  of  living  and  working  in  an

Drennan  told  HiU  residents  that  approxi- 
mately $20  million  had  been  restored  to 
the  General  Fund  budget  and  $14  million 
was  slated  to  go  back  into  the  Health  De- 
partment's budget. 

The  $14  million,  which  came  out  of  the 
Retirement  Fund,  will  be  used  to  restore 
the  neighborhood  health  centers,  includ- 
ing Caleb  Clark  Clinic.  Although  the 
Clinic  would  remain  open  with  "staffing 
as  is,"  says  Drennan,  "the  dental  unit  has 
not  been  restored." 

The  situution  is  "looking  better,  right 
now,"  says  Drennan,  "but  we  don't  want 
people  to  leave  here  thinking  that  your 
voices  don't  have  to  be  heard.  It's  import- 
ant that  people  let  the  Board  of  supervis- 
ors know  that  community  based  services 
—  both  medical  and  dental  —  are  need- 
ed." 

Dr.  Brian  Desmond,  of  the  Family 
Practice  Residency  Program  at  S.  F. 
General  Hospital,  also  urges  Hill  resi- 
dents to  continue  to  make  their  voices 
heard.  "Things  are  a  little  bit  bettor," 
says  Desmond,  "but  we  have  a  long,  long 
way  to  go." 

Despite  the  newly  found  $14  million 
that  is  being  used  to  support  the  primary 
care  infrastructure,  both  Desmond  and 
Drennan  believe  the  proposed  cuts  at 
Laguna  Honda  and  S.F.  General  Hospital, 
together  with  the  reduction  of  substance 
abuse  and  mental  health  services,  will 
have  a  "domino  effect"  on  neighborhood 
health  centers. 

"The  cuts  on  board  are  very  important," 
says  Dpennan,  "because  we'll  be  seeing 
many  more  mental  health  patients  dis- 
charged from  S.F.  General  and  Laguna 
Honda  ...  which  means  more  people  end 
up  at  the  Clinic." 

"We  cannot  allow  this  to  happen  to  our 
clinic,"  said  Maxwell,  stressing,  "health 
care  should  be  a  right  for  everyone  and 
the  community  must  make  its  presence 
known."  She  urges  concerned  Hill  resi- 
dents, as  consumers  of  health  care  syst- 
ems, to  write  letters  to  Jordan  protesting 
the  Dept.  of  Health  budget  cuts. 

"A  Day  of  Mourning  for  Public  Health" 
rally  is  scheduled  for  Monday,  June  28, 
outside  San  Francisco  City  Hall  at  5  p.m. 
Organizers  of  this  event  are  urging 
"everyone  concerned  about  public  health 
to  wear  black  clothing  on  June  28."

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Passing  the  Buck 


Once  again  San  Francisco  may  be  out  of  step  with  the  rest  of  the  state  —  this  time 
at  a  June  15  special  election  to  make  permanent  the  quarter-cent  of  this  city's  sales 
tax  that  goes  towards  our  schools.  Admittedly,  the  vote  reflected  a  low  turnout-  it 
was  just  shy  of  20  percent.  But  of  those  who  voted,  a  whopping  74  percent  said  'vcs' 
to  Proposition  A.  And  because  of  that  vote,  for  the  first  time  in  a  number  of  years 
this  city  s  schools  will  have  a  budget  without  steep  cutbacks. 

But  tax  measures  didn't  fare  anywhere  near  as  well  on  other  local  ballots.  And  as 
both  state  and  local  lawmakers  wind  down  their  budget  debates  with  their  eye  on 
additional  tax  measures  before  the  voters  in  November,  the  outlook  is  not  an  optimis- 
tic one. 

In  San  Francisco,  for  example,  Mayor  Frank  Jordan  is  insisting  that  the  city  budget 
fund  the  library  system  for  only  half  a  year.  If  voters  give  a  two-thirds  mandate  to 
a  parcel  tax  in  November,  it  would  not  only  continue  library  funding,  it  could  even 
improve  library  services.  But  the  real  estate  parcel  tax  has  drawn  fire  from  tenants- 
groups,  who  object  to  the  entire  amount  of  the  tax  on  apartment  buildings  being 
passed  onto  tenants,  with  landlords  paying  nothing.  As  things  stand  now,  that 
measure  has  no  guarantee  of  getting  the  two-thirds  vote  necessary  for  passage  next 
November. 

And  as  the  state  budget  comes  closer  to  passage  at  View  press  time,  we  are  appar- 
ently faced  with  a  scheme  that  would  take  $2.6  billion  in  property  tax  revenues  away 
from  local  governments  and  ask  the  voters  to  make  up  part  of  the  difference  in 
November  by  extending  a  half-cent  of  the  sales  tax.  Will  it  pass?  Nobody  knows. 
BUI  in  the  meantime,  city  and  county  services  in  San  Francisco  and  elsewhere  are 
being  severely  cut  and  people  who  need  these  services  are  being  badly  hurt. 

At  a  time  when  our  fiscal  crisis  is  spiraling,  shortcuts  and  bandaids  certainly  are 
not  the  answer.  This  is  time  to  develop  a  thoughtful  system  of  fair  taxation,  not

Among  the  Letters  to  the  Editor  was  one  from  Thierry  de  Serpos  of  Marseilles, 
France  who  had  lived  for  a  time  on  Potrero  Hill  and  continued  to  get  the  VIEW  on  his 
return  home.  De  Serpos  recited  the  similarities  of  San  Francisco  and  Marseilles  and 
noted,  "those  are  the  reasons  why  1  feel  at  home  when  I  stay  with  you  in  San  Fran- 
cisco." 

GROWTH  INITIATIVE  SEEKS  VOLUNTEERS: 

San  Franciscans  interested  in  passage  of  reasonable  laws  governing  growth  and  de- 
velopment were  being  urged  to  circulate  petitions  to  ensure  that  the  "San  Francisco 
Plan  Initiative"  made  it  onto  the  November,  1983  ballot.  Among  the  things  the  ini- 
tiative would  have  required  were  that  the  City  Planning  Commission  ensured  that  the 
City's  Master  Plan  "consistently  meet  the  needs  of  San  Franciscans  and  their 
neighborhoods,"  and  that  the  "Board  of  Supervisors  pass  a  new, downtown  zoning  plan 
that  carries  out  the  policies  of  the  Master  Plan."

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Hill  Chinese  Medicine  Clinic  Doubles  its  Patient  Load

While  Hillary  Rodham  Clinton  wages 
an  uphill  battle  to  establish  a  national 
health  care  system,  physicians  and  staff 
at  the  Potrero  Hill-based  Communitv 
Clinic  of  the  American  College  of  Tradi- 
tional Chinese  Medicine  are  overwhelmed 
by  a  rapidly  growing  clientele  seeking 
the  alternative  medical  care  provided 
by  the  Clinic's  acupuncturists  and 
practitioners  of  traditional  Chinese 
medicine. 

"Our  patient  load  has  nearly  doubled 
within  the  past  year,"  says  Howard 
Moffet,  Program  Coordinator  of  the 
Clinic.  "In  fact,  you  might  say  we're 
victims  of  our  own  success  in  that  we 
are  having  to  turn  away  patients  because 
we  don't  have  the  staff  and  room  to 
handle  the  increased  demand  for  our 
services." 

And  why,  in  this  era  of  health  care 
reform  and  demand  for  affordable 
medical  services,  would  the  practice 
of  Chinese  medicine  appeal  to  great 
numbers  of  Americans? 

Moffet,  a  licensed  acupuncturist, 
believes  mainstream  society's  interest 
in  acupuncture  and  herbal  medicine 
may  be  a  direct  result  of  Bill  Moyer's 
recent  and  DODular  PBS  series  "Healing 
and  the  Mind"  and  the  public's  accept- 
ance of  alternative  medicine  as  a  viable, 
safe,  and  affordable  medical  option. 

He  also  thinks  that  what  he  calls 
"the  mechanical  'fix  you,  don't  heal  you'" 
approach  of  Western  medicine  doesn't 
appeal  to  the  hearts  and.minds  of  the 
many  individuals  who  seek  treatment 
at  the  small  Clinic  nestled  behind  a 
parking  lot  at  450  Connecticut  Street. 

Instead,  he  says,  these  patients  are 
attracted  to  the  holistic  and  fairly 
uncomplicated  Chinese  Medicine  philo- 
sophy that  the  mind-body  has  the  innate 
ability  to  maintain  health  and  our  bodies 
should  be  kept  in  balance  in  order  to 


ensure  the  alignment  and  functions  of 
organs  and  systems  as  a  whole.  Zhong 
Yi,  or  traditional  Chinese  Medicine 
(TCM),  is  also  a  system  of  medicine 
that  encompasses  internal  medicine, 
gynecology,  pediatrics,  ophthalmology, 
mental  dysfunction,  and  gerontology. 

At  an  initial  visit  with  an  acupunctu- 
rist —  which  includes  an  interview  about 
personal  health  history,  an  examination 
of  the  tongue  (the  color  and  appearance 
of  the  tongue  are  valuable  in  identifying 
a  pattern  of  disharmony),  and  the  "taking" 
of  the  pulse  —  patients  are  prescribed 
acupuncture  treatment  and  herbs  for 
their  conditions.  Other  treatments 
include  tui-na  (Chinese  massage)  and 
Chinese  nutritional  counseling. 

In  recent  years,  TCM  has  also  proved 
to  be  a  promising  and  affordable  option 
for  people  with  HIV  disease.  So  promi- 
sing, in  fact,  that  in  July,  1992,  the 
Clinic  was  contracted  by  the  City  of 
San  Francisco  to  administer  a  program 
that  would  provide  services  to  HIV 
clients  on  a  sliding  scale. 

"We  are  treating  approximately  100 
patients  in  the  HIV  program  and  have  a 
waiting  list  of  125  people."  says  Moffet. 
The  increased  demand  for  services  has 
forced  the  Coordinator  and  his  hard 
working  staff  to  seek  new  clinic  and 
office  space.  Until  a  new  clinic  location 
is  realized,  the  clinic  staff  is  referring 
people  to  other  acupuncturists  and 
practitioners  of  TCM  in  the  Bay  Area. 

In  addition  to  housing  the  clinic  — 
which  is  the  clinical  teaching  facility 
for  the  American  College  of  Traditional 
Chinese  Medicine  —  the  downstairs 
floor  of  the  building  serves  as  homebase 
for  the  faculty  and  students  of  American 
College. 

According  to  Moffet,  an  American 
College  alumnus,  approximately  80  full 
time  students  are  currently  enrolled  in 
the  four  year  graduate  degree  program 
that  leads  to  the  Master  of  Science 
(M.S.)  degree  in  Traditional  Chinese

Medicine.  Under  the  direct  supervision 
of  the  Clinical  Faculty,  the  students 
gain  practical  experience  in  the  appli- 
cations of  acupuncture,  Chinese  herbal 
medicine,  tui-na  (Chinese  massage), 
and  Chinese  nutritional  counseling  for 
the  treatment  of  disease. 
Despite  the  increased  demand  for  ser- 
vices and  patient  overload,  Moffet  and 
his  staff  have  planned  an  open  house 
for  the  Clinic  and  American  College  on 
Friday,  July  9,  from  4-7  p.m. 

Tours  of  the  Clinic,  the  American 
College,  and  the  herb  garden,  together 
with  demonstrations  of  Qi  Gong  (a  form 


of  exercise  featuring  breathing,)  will 
run  throughout  the  afternoon.  Members 
of  the  administrative  staff  will  be  avail- 
able to  answer  any  questions  Potrero 
Hill  residents  may  have  regarding  the 
Community  Clinic  and  American  College 
of  Traditional  Chinese  Medicine  Master 
of  Science  degree  program.  The  greatly 
anticipated  highlight  of  the  event,  savs 
Moffet,  is  the  unveiling  of  a  new  sign 
on  the  roof  line  on  the  Connecticut 
Street  side  of  the  building."

United  Way  Cuts  Back 

On  Funds  for  Local  Agencies 


Changes  in  local  United  Way  donation 
patterns  have  caused  dramatic  service 
cutbacks  for  vulnerable  people  in  the  Bay 
Area,  an  association  of  United  Way  mem- 
ber agencies  announced.  In  San  Francisco, 
97  member  agencies  will  have  their 
United  Way  funding  cut  by  more  than 
40  percent  on  July  [.  These  cuts,  due  to 
donation  shifts  during  the  1992  United 
Way  campaign,  will  be  made  in  other  Bay 
Area  counties  as  well. 

On  the  Hill,  the  cutbacks  will  specifi- 
cally affect  funding  for  the  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House  at  953  De  Haro 
Street. 

The  percentage  of  dollars  designated 
to  specific  agencies  instead  of  the  United 
Way  Community  Fund  increased  from  34 
percent  in  1991  to  47  percent  in  1992  — 
or  nearly  half  of  all  donations  —  decreas- 


ing funds  available  for  United  Way  distri- 
bution by  $11  million.  While  many  donors 
designated  organizations  that  provide 
critical  services,  many  other  donations 
went  to  agencies  outside  of  the  Bay  Area 
or  to  large  national  organizations  that 
did  not  necessarily  return  them  to  local 
chapters.  In  addition,  the  campaign  it- 
self fell  short  of  its  goal  and  lost  pledges 
due  to  corporate  layoffs. 

"Your  gift  can  be  designated  directly 
to  the  Neighborhood  House  so  we  can 
continue  to  provide  services  for  seniors 
and  youth,  and  such  programs  as  violence 
abatement,"  Neighborhood  House  Execu- 
tive Director  Enola  D.  Maxwell  pointed 
out. 

The  Nabe,  she  noted,  is  a  charter  mem- 
ber of  United  Way,  and  "has  relied  on 
them  for  more  than  a  half  century  to 
help  provide  our  base  funding."

The  plan  to  develop  the  vacant  land 
bounded  by  Arkansas,  18th  and  19th 
Streets  was  first  proposed  more  than 
three  years  ago,  causing  a  great  deal  of 
heated  controversy  before  it  was  finally 
approved  by  the  City  Planning  Commis- 
sion in  April,  1991. 

And  although  it  has  taken  quite  some 
time,  all  parties  involved  in  the  develop- 
ment are  finally  putting  the  finishing 
touches  on  the  funding  for  this  project 
and  groundbreaking  is  currently  slated 
to  take  place  in  the  late  summer  or  early 
fall  of  this  year. 

The  land  in  question  is  a  plot  of  grassy 
land  containing  a  steep,  open  slope, 
which  formerly  belonged  to  Union  Pacific 
Railroad.  It  was  abandoned  after  a  train 
tunnerl  on  the  property  burned  and 
collapsed,  and  was  filled  in  with  cement 
and  sand. 

It  was  purchased  in  December,  1989 
by  McKenzie,  Rose  and  Holliday  Develop- 
ments, Inc.,  with  plans  to  build  a  comb- 
ination of  61  for-profit  condominiums 
to  be  sold  at  market  price  (six  of  which 
would  be  priced  at  below-market  rates) 
and  29  artist  live-work  spaces  to  be  sold 
at  80  percent  of  that  market  price. 


Developer  Rick  Holliday  teamed  up 
with  Arts  Space  Development  Corpora- 
tion (ARTSDECO),  a  group  of  artists 
who  after  their  eviction  from  the  Good- 
man Building  were  given  $500,000  in 
city  funds  towards  a  live-work  space, 
and  they  began  to  plan  the  development 
of  the  land. 

The  project  met  with  fierce  and 
lengthy  opposition  from  a  number  of 
Potrero  Hill  residents  with  a  wide  range 
of  concerns,  and  by  the  time  the  City 
Planning  Commission  voted  to  grant  per- 
mission to  proceed,  some  alterations 
had  been  made  to  the  initial  proposal. 

Under  an  agreement  between  the  de- 
velopers and  ARTSDECO,  McKenzie, 
Rose  &  Holliday  is  responsible  for  ob- 
taining the  construction  loans,  and 
building  the  condos.  When  the  project 
is  completed,  ARTSDECO  will  then  buy 
the  29  live-work  spaces  back  from  them. 

Before  construction  on  the  condos 
could  begin,  however,  the  City  required 
that  ARTSDECO  had  to  be  able  to  identi- 
fy the  sources  for  their  long-term 
financing,  which  has  taken  quite  a  bit 
of  time.  Steve  Tabor,  the  President  of 
ARTSDECO,  described  the  final  financ- 
ing package  which  is  being  put  together 
as  a  "patchwork  quilt."  Some  of  the 
sources  that  will  make  up  the  difference 
between  the  initial  $570,000  grant  and 
the  nearly  $3  million  needed,  Tabor  said, 
include  low  income  housing  tax  credits 
and  tax  exempt  bonds. 

The  portion  of  the  land  which  abuts 
the  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  will  be 
leased  by  the  San  Francisco  School 
District  to  the  developers.  This  space 
is  designated  as  a  community  space,  and 
as  it  stands  now,  will  include  a  grass 
area  and  walkways  for  public  use.  The 
developers  will  have  the  responsibility 
of  improving  and  maintaining  the  land. 

However,  before  a  final  design  can  be 
chosen  and  implemented,  they  will  need 
to  submit  a  plan  to  the  School  District 
and  the  community.  If  a  consensus 
cannot  be  reached  on  the  design,  the 
developers   will  then  have  to  make  a 
payment  to  the  Recreation  and  Parks 
Department.  McKenzie,  Rose  &  Holli- 
day Developments,  Inc.  have  teamed 
up  with  Jeff  Miller,  a  landscape  archi- 
tect, who  will  design  the  proposed  out- 
door space. 

According  to  Martha  Senger  of  ARTS- 
DECO, the  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School 
has  agreed  to  host  the  first  of  these 
meetings,  which  will  be  open  to  the 
public,  and  which  is  planned  for  mid- 
September,  a  week  or  two  after  the  be- 
ginning of  the  school  year.

industrial  neighborhood,"  and  that  the 
price  of  these  units  was  one  of  their  pri- 
mary attractions.  "To  afford  the  kind  of 
space  1  need,  I  can  afford  to  make  a  few 
compromises,"  he  said. 

The  units  are  to  sell  for  $250,000 
apiece,  with  payments  of  $1600  per 
month,  which,  Gossage  claimed,  makes 
them  highly  affordable  —  "bringing  the 
square  foot  price  down  to  $125  rather 
than  the  norm  of  $200. 

Jennifer  Spangler,  program  director 
for  Art  House,  an  art  service  organiza- 
tion, stressed  that  the  proposed  sales 
price  and  the  "basically  raw"  construc- 
tion "should  attract  people  based  in  light 
industry  and  commercial  small  businesses, 
in  part  because  of  economics  and  life- 
style. People  engaged  in  arts  activity 
are  generally  making  noise,  creating 
fumes,  running  table  saws  and  working 
at  odd  times  of  the  day  and  night  so 
their  activity  is  usually  consistent  with 
the  light  industrial  uses  of  the  neighbor- 
hood. Live-work  people  have  very  differ- 
ent expectations  of  their  niehgborhood 
than  people  in  a  regular  residential  area." 

She  added  that  the  City  supports  the 
idea  of  live-work  spaces  for  artists 


because  artists  are  regarded  as  an  im- 
portant resource  for  San  Francisco,  both 
for  its  economy  and  its  culture.  "A  study 
done  in  1987  showed  that  one  in  11  jobs 
here  is  art-related,"  she  said. 

And  Gossage  said  that  he  and  his  part- 
ner, Christian  Barbe,  intend  to  ensure 
that  the  space  is  used  for  art  projects 
through  covenants  and  by-laws  that  would 
be  written  into  the  sales  contracts,  and 
through  annual  on-site  inspections.  "The 
City  has  a  history  of  being  a  place  for 
creative  people,  and  we're  trying  to 
create  structures  for  these  creative 
people,"  said  Gossage. 

But  Sally  Seymour  of  Sally's  Deli  on  De 
Haro  Street  is  concerned  about  "the 
throught  of  a  40  foot  wall  directly  (14 
feet)  from  our  only  window  to  our  Up- 
stairs Cafe.  We  would  lose  all  the  light 
and  blue  sky  this  wondow  provides." 
Gossage  said  he  hopes  to  help  alleviate 
this  problem  by  paying  for  the  construc- 
tion of  skylights  in  Seymour's  establish- 
ment. 

The  July  15  hearing  on  the  appeals  is 
slated  in  Room  282  at  City  Hall.  The 
meetings  usually  began  at  2  p.m.  and  a 
call  to  the  CPC  Calendar  at  558-6422, 
after  July  12,  will  indicate  where  on  the 
Commission  Calendar  this  item  will  be 
heard.

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Special  Hill 
Tennis  Class 
Inspires  Kids 
In  Community

Eleven  year  old  Jesse  Turner  has  diffi- 
culty concentrating  on  the  three  R's  in 
school,  but  on  the  tennis  court  he  demon- 
strates championship  abilities. 

Turner  is  one  of  several  potential 
champs  being  coached  by  Barbara  Lewis, 
who  runs  a  program  dedicated  to  teaching 
tennis  skills  to  neighborhood  youngsters 
at  the  Potrero  Mill  Recreation  Center, 
Arkansas  and  22nd  Streets. 

Lewis,  a  member  of  the  United  States 
Professional  Tennis  Assn.,  along  with  an 
assistant,  works  with  32  young  people 
ages  4  -  17  in  a  program  funded  through 
the  Youth  Tennis  Foundation  of  Northern 
California.  The  Foundation  provides  the 
tennis  rackets,  and  shoes,  when  needed. 

Turner,  who  has  been  playing  for  only 
nine  months,  is  now  in  an  Advanced  Class, 
and  was  spotted  by  Lewis  in  her  ongoing 
search  for  new  talent.  She  recruited  him 
after  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  interest 
other  basketball-playing  youngsters  in 
the  Rec  Center's  gym.  Turner  told  the 
View  that  "everyone  else  said  'no'  to 
Barbara,  so  I  decided  to  say  'yes.'  " 

That  didn't  surprise  his  mother,  "Jesse 
is  real  good  in  all  sports,"  said  mother 
Dorothy  Hector  Turner.  "Before  tennis 
he  was  playing  football,  and  is  very  com- 
petitive," she  continued.  As  for  his  poor 
showing  in  school,  Ms.  Turner  said  that 
she  "wasn't  aware  that  he  was  having 
problems"  because  she  wasn't  contacted 
by  the  school.  But  for  the  past  few 
months,  while  Jesse's  been  in  a  special 
school  class,  and  playing  tennis,  Ms. 
Turner  has  been  more  closely  involved 
in  his  work  —  which  has  shown  a  definite 
improvement. 

Since  she  established  the  tennis  pro- 
gram in  April,  1992,  Lewis  has  met  at 
least  half  of  her  students'  parents. 
"Some,"  she  said,  "are  very  supportive.

but  some  parents  don't  seem  to  care 
about  their  kids,"  she  pointed  out. 

Two  Potrero  Hill  brothers  named 
Love  play  the  game,  and  have  shown 
tremendous  promise  in  the  time  they 
have  been  on  the  courts.  Eleven  year 
old  Grady,  who's  been  playing  for  a  year, 
is  entered  in  local  youth  tournaments. 
He  also  has  a  one-year  scholarship  to 
the  San  Francisco  Tennis  Club,  where 
"open  time"  at  the  courts  pits  him 
against  1 4-year-old  Club  members. 

His  nine  year  old  brother  Marcelo  is 
being  escorted  by  their  father  every 
Thursday  to  the  San  Francisco  State 
University  campus  where  the  coaching 
staff  give  him  valuable  lessons.  This 
summer  Marcelo  will  spend  one  week 
in  Santa  Cruz  at  the  Adidas  Summer 
Tennis  Camp.  "Barbara  says  I  try  hard- 
er," was  his  only  explanation  for  this 
special  summer  trip. 


Lewis  had  a  particular  reason  for  com- 
ing to  this  community,  and  it  was  to 
help  teach  the  sport  to  those  who  might 
never  have  the  opportunity:  "If  1  can 
have  an  impact  on  at  least  a  couple  of 
kids,  I'll  feel  that  I  have  done  something." 
And  although  she  thought  in  the  beginning 
that  she  would  be  a  role  model  for  Afri- 
can American  youngsters  in  this  way, 
today  she  says  "it  has  nothing  to  do  with 
race  —  now  its  about  kids."  Her  students 
are  of  diversified  ethnic  backgrounds.

"I  see  a  lot  of  apathy  in  today's  youth," 
Lewis  declared,  "and  my  goal  is  to  help 
them  acquire  a  goal  ...  to  teach  them  to 
set  goals."

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It's  "On-The-Go"  to  Italy 
For  Students  at  Hill's  ISA 


Nabe  Summer  Program

"On-The-Go"  is  a  tripartite  committee 
consisting  of  parents,  teachers  and  stu- 
dents at  the  International  Studies  Aca- 
demy High  School  (ISA)  on  Potrero  Hill's 
Vermont  Street.  "On-The-<  o'"  members 
met  recently  to  discuss  the  trip  they  are 
planning  for  next  October  to  Trento, 
Italy. 

The  committee  is  designed  to  give  stu- 
dents an  equal  share  of  the  responsibility 
and  decision-making  around  their  up- 
coming voyage.  But  such  a  focus  is  not 
unusual  for  ISA.  This  high  school  was 
established  in  1982  with  a  view  towards 
providing  young  people  with  a  rigorous 
"international"  education. 

ISA,  consisting  of  more  than  500  stu- 
dents from  grades  9-12,  draws  an  eth- 
nically diverse  student  body  from  all 
over  San  Francisco,  and  stresses  a  global 
focus  in  every  aspect  of  its  curriculum. 
Because  of  its  unique  program,  ISA  got 
permission  in  June  from  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation to  operate  as  a  self-governing,  or 
"charter"  school. 

The  invocation  of  such  a  status  can 
take  up  to  a  year,  but  would  allow  the 
school  to  proceed  with  its  global,  multi- 
cultural vision  without  the  constraints 
of  San  Francisco  School  District  course 
descriptions,  and  would  permit  ISA  the 
flexibility  to  select  the  books,  educa- 
tional materials,  and  time  frames  for 
its  unique  venture.  Since  more  than  90 
percent  of  the  students  who  graduate 
from  ISA  pursue  further  education,  the 
program  appears  to  be  achieving  its  goal 
of  "motivating  all  students  to  become 
lifelong  learners." 

The  students  who  attended  the  "On- 
The-Go"  meeting  were  an  alert,  deci- 
sive and  articulate  group.  They  are  also 
extremely  excited  at  the  prospect  of  a 
visit  to  their  sister  school  in  Trento, 
"Leonardo  da  Vinci  School."  There  are 
23  slots  open,  and  priority  will  be  given 
to  those  students  who  were  hosts,  lust 
March,  to  24  Italian  students  from 
Leonardo  da  Vinci  who  came  to  San 
Francisco  for  one  and  a  half  weeks. 

Students  who  travel  to  Italy  will 
choose  two  areas  of  study  from  a  list 


that  includes  Architecture,  Fine  Arts, 
History,  Language,  Music  and  Industry. 
They  will  make  a  video,  and  prepare 
written  and  oral  presentations  that  they 
will  share  with  other  students  upon 
their  return  to  San  Francisco.  While  in 
Italy,  they  will  spend  several  days  at 
their  host  school,  and  will  also  have  a 
chance  to  visit  Venice  and  Florence. 

Cesar  Fonseca,  an  ISA  sophomore, 
said  that  he  got  along  well  with  his 
visiting  student.  He  and  members  of 
his  family  took  the  student  all  over  San 
Francisco,  and  gave  him  his  first  taste 
of  Mexican  food  and  baseball. 

Mircalla  Wozniak,  also  a  sophomore 
and  Student  Coordinator  of  "On-The-Go" 
said  that  although  she  felt  more  atten- 
tion needs  to  be  paid  to  the  personal 
matching  of  the  students  with  their 
hosts,  she  enjoyed  all  of  the  activities 
they  took  part  in  with  their  visiting 
students.  One  of  the  better  projects, 
she  noted,  was  the  overnight  trip  that 
all  of  the  students  and  hosts  took  to  the 
Youth  Hostel  in  the  Marin  Headlands. 

Joelle  Capitan,  also  a  sophomore,  who 
is  hoping  to  spend  a  part  of  her  senior 
year  in  Israel,  noted  that  it  was  just  as 
the  visiting  students  were  due  to  return 
to  Italy  that  they  all  began  to  form 
friendships.  All  three  students  said 
the}  had  friends  who  are  interested  in 
taking  the  trip,  and  are  looking  forward 
to  seeing  the  world  that  their  guests 
came  from. 

ISA  has  organized  student-exchange 
programs  in  the  past,  including  a  trip 
to  San  Francisco's  Sister  City  of  Esteli, 
Nicaragua  last  year,  and  several  ex- 
change trips  to  a  sister  school  in  Japan. 
And  On-The-Go  continues  to  plan  ahead. 
They  would  like  to  provide  a  student- 
exchange  program  every  year,  in  March 
and  October,  and  mentioned  Russia, 
South  America  and  Africa  as  possible 
destinations. 

In  the  meantime,  particpants  in  the 
recent  meeting  were  to  plan  the  fund- 
raising  events  that  students  will  hold 
over  the  summer  to  finance  their  trip 
to  Italy.  Among  these  activities  will 
be  bake  sales,  car  washes  and  yard 
sales.  Few  students  will  be  able  to  af- 
ford the  cost  of  their  airfare  and  ex- 
penses, and  the  group  will  be  seeking 
further  sponsorship,  through  grants  and 
community  businesses  interested  in 
assisting  them  in  their  educational 
venture.

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Jewish  Film  Fest  Slated 
July  15-22  at  the  Castro 


The  13th  Annual  Jewish  Film  Festival 
runs  July  15-22  at  San  Francisco's  Castro 
Theatre  (Castro  at  Market),  and  July  24  - 
29  at  Berkeley's  U.C.  Theatre. 

This  year's  program  will  showcase  31 
films  from  10  countries  and  will  include 
guest  appearance  by  filmmakers  from 
around  the  world.  The  Opening  Night 
program,  "Three  New  York  Stories,"  pre- 
mieres three  independently  made  Ameri- 
can films:  "High  Five,"  a  dramatic  con- 
frontation between  Jews  and  African- 
Americans  on  a  basketball  court;  "Let's 
Fall  in  Love,"  a  humorous  documentary 
about  a  singles  weekend  at  the  Concord 
Hotel  in  the  Catskills;  and  "The  Shvitz," 
a  funny,  off-beat  documentary  about 
New  York's  Russian  Jewish  steambuths. 

The  Festival  will  also  include  a  retro- 


spective of  three  highly  provocative  Jew- 
ish subject  movies  by  well-known  Polish 
director  Andrzej  Wajda,  "Promised  Land;" 
"Samson;"  and  "Korczak."  And  on  a  light- 
er note  the  Festival  will  screen  recently 
restored  film  classics  from  the  UCLA
